•| lii.ma< Connell, one of the bravest 
and iiio-t efficient men that ever 
served on the Louib\illc police force, 
died at the family residence, 15S7 
West Walnut street, on Tnesday 
nifht after an illness of three 
months. The deceased was fifty-fonr 
years old and had spent all bis life 
in Louisville. Death resulted from 
a complication of diseases. 

A quarter of a centtiry ago Tom 
Connell. as he \va^ familarly l-.nown, 
serxeil as Deputy Miirshal of the 
I'olice (iMirt. ami a lew years later, 
\\a> appoiiiled pat C' i' iiKi ;i. Hi- conr- 
affO, daring and cflicieiuy earned^hl* 
promotion to the detective oureau,. 
where he became known as one of 
the best thief-takers in the country. 
A change in city administrations 
caused nim to be sent back to a beat. 
A year ago he retired from the police 
force to tMcome a special agent for 
the ]x>uiRville Railway Company. Mr. 
Connell was n member of the Uepta- 
sophs. His wife and a son, I'liilip 
Connell, fifteen years old. sur\ive 
him. 

The funeral iouU jilace from th-.' 
Cathedral of the \ssinnption vester- 
day morning and was attended by 
hundreds of bis old friends an4 com- 
rades. Tom Connell waa a diamond 
in the rough, and yet as gentle as a 
woman to those who knew him and 
appreciated his worth.

He 
gave a brief sketch of ancient Ire- 
land and her people prior to the ar- 
rival of St. I'atrick. lie told of their 
high stale of civili/at ion. their leain- 
ini:. their high ideal-. lln'ir 
knowledge of the sciences, of their 
art in medicine, etc., and said that 
while they were pagans they did not 
worship the lower order of the an- 
imal kingdom as did other nations. 
Iri-h minds, he said, were more ele- 
vateiT. They wprshiped the sun, 
stalely and dense oalc groves and 
heaiilifiil rivers. 

l ather .Mcl.iiire lold liis audience 
that 900 years before the birth of 
our Saviour .lesiis Christ tlii' Irish 
Chieftains held a Feis or Parliament 
at Tara. There' and at that time all 
the ' chief men of the nation as- 
seinble<i to the number of 1,000. 
'I'hey were given .-. histor.v of the na- 
tion with the laws and maxims of 
their forefather-, and there and then 
a written eonslitiition was formed 
ami (-alieil the I'salter of Tara. Kor 
more than I.IMK) .vears it was ol>- 
t-ervcil as a guide bv the Kings and 
.iurisis of Ireland. Krin's early laws 
were liberal and under them the 
nation flourished. 

Hapidly. .vet grapliieall.v. the 
speaker sketched the life of Jre- 
laiid's apostle, nn<I of hi- work among 
Ihe peo|>le in that sainted land, lie 
lold how Irish scholars were the 
li-adcrs of thought in Knrope from 
the si.vlli centiir.v to the ninth cen- 
tury. He also told how she sent her 
missionaries to other isles and to the 
mainland of Kurope. Father Mc- 
fiuire said 155 Irish saints were ven- 
erated in the churches of fierman.v, 
forty-five in France, thirt.v in Itel- 
giiim, thirteen in Italy anil eight in 
.Scandinavia. He loid of the death of 
St. Patrick ami how that apostle h:id 
praved that the Irish people and 
their descendants would ever pre- 
serve the true faith. 

After touching upon the character- 
i.'^tics of the Irish race as a whole. 
Father MeGuirc said that the Cath- 
olics were not alone in striving to 
bring about jnslice for Ireliind. True 
Irishmen of the Protestant creeds 
have suffered martyrdom, exile ;iiifl 
ignoinin.v for Ireland's sake. Jle 
paid tribute to Robert Kmmet, Wolfe 
I'one, T.,ord ICdward Fitzgerald, 
Henry Orattan, Thomas Davis and a 
host of others. The speaker also re- 
ferred to deeds of valor performed 
bv Irishmen on American battle- 
fields. 

In conclusion lie told how the 
Iiisli and the Cermuns in Amoric.i 
were working side'by side for liberty 
in this countr.v. Hoth nationalities, 
he said, love personal libertv and 
stand for it alwa.vs against the nar- 
row minded bigotry of a certain 



class that is always to be found in 
every community. 
At the conclusion of his address 

Father McOuire leceived a tremen- 
dous ovation, (ierman priests and 
tierman iayment in the audience vied 
witli their Irish neighbors In ap- 
jilanding the address.

Indeed after long 
deliberation the Irish party resolved 
to save the Liberal members at the 
recent by-elections.
